1 . Art. 33(2) PCT: 

D1 discloses (claim 15, examples, abstract) solvent-free ink jet inks containing colorants 
and 20-40%wt monofunctional acrylates, 35-55% diacrylates and 5-15% triacrylates 
(leading to values of formula (1) below 60). The inks of D1 are disclosed to be curable 
without photoinitiators (Col. 12, 1. 4, Col. 8, I. 19 and Col. 7, 1. 50). 

Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 1-19 is anticipated by D1 . 

D2 discloses (claim 1 ) solvent-free ink jet inks containing colorants and >20% 
monofunctional acrylates, >17,5% diacrylates and 10-30% triacrylates the total amount of 
acrylates being at least 35% (leading to values of formula (1) below 60). The inks of D2 are 
disclosed to be curable without photoinitiators by electron beam (p. 5, I. 14). 

Consequently, the subject-matter of claims 1 -1 9 is anticipated by D2.
